ſed: do Judge it ex pdient to give you a little further Ac- 
count of matrers,occaſioning the goivg o * Hutchinſon & my 
felſ to Quaban:and alſo of the Muse inducing me to the kubli- 
cation of bot) to the world: | 
 Philipthe Sachem of the Wampanogy, lying about Mauni - bope, 
bavitig done ſome Acts of Hoſtiliry againſt Plimouth Colony by, 
murdeting men, burning Houſes and killing Cattel: the ſaid Colony 
was neceſſitated to wart with him in their own defence: The Ma- 
ſackuſets and Connecticot Colonies being Confederate with them, and 
diſcerning the Juſtneſs of ihe Wait on their part: divers were ſent 
f each Colony both Troopers and foot Souldiers to help our 
Biethren of that Cen 2gainſt the ſaid Sachem. The' Honoured 
Council of the Maſſacbaſets did allo ſend Captain Hutchin/on with 
'a Guard to the Nar/oganſet 'S ichems and Sagamores ; who were 
not farr from the ſaid Phi/p : to ſee whether they intended to con- 
tinue their peace with us, ot to joyne with the Wamparogs againſt 
us: They promiſed to continue their peace with us, which they gave 
further hopes that they would do by ſending over more of their Sa- 
chem to our Council where they alſo promiſed to remain Faithful 
Friends to us. Our much Honoured Gopernour and (vancil, being 
deſirous as farr as it might be to prevent ſheddiog of blood, and 
the ſtiengthening of the Enemy by others joyning with them, 
did alſo lend Ephraim Curtis of Sudbury and othett to ſeveral other 
+1 Sacbems 
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Sachem in and about the Nipmuck Country to the fame puc- 


poſe, they alſo promiſed Faithful Eriendſhip to the Eg lu 
(though they afterwards proved wretchedly perfidious ') and ſet 
a time . they would come to Boon further to engage them: 
ſelves ſo the Councils ſatis faction, but they came not at the time 
appointed: The Council ſent the ſaid Ephraim Curtis again to ænow 
the Reaſon thereof, They again promiſed to come, bnt did not. 


The Honoured Council be ing willing to uſe all _ to prevent a 


Wart with them if it might be, and their Aſſiſtance of Philip, aud the 


reſt then in Arms againſt us: ſent Captai: Hatebinſon thither alſo 


to Treat with them in order to the Preſervation af peace between 
us and them, they alſo appointed my ſelf to Aſſiſt him with part of 


my 7p, which accordiogly I did, attend: We diſcerned by the 


India's deſerting the places of their Abode that they were afraid of 
us: and therefore the better to effet gut buſigeſs in a peaceable 
Way, and prevent FſoFility on eithet ſige before we. marched all to 
them, we ſtar three Engliſh men, and oue Indian (all four, being 
men Familiarly acqua iated with mavy of the Indians) to let them 
underſtand that we only deſired a Treaty in Reference to the Preſet- 
vation of Peace wilt them, and that we intended no hutt at all to 
them: but the Iſſue thereof was as in the Narrative is expreſſed. 
Wherein the Providences of God towards us in bis wayes about us 


were ſo Remarkable, in our ſore Exerc;ſes and gracious Deliverances 
that they on 


bred, ſaith the Pfalmiſt, and he would have bis People to tell them to 
their Children, that they might alſo declare them to theit C hildre 


And therefore for the help of our memo ies and the — 


miſtakes in Reports, and the Advantage of our own Relations and 
otber1 better Acquaintance with'the manner of Gods dealings with us, 
I have endeayourcd the drawing up of this Followins Declaration of 
what befell us in our March to, and at. Brook field, and our Returne 
homewards : I not at firſt intenqing that it ſhcuid by my means be 
brought to publick view: but ſeveral perſons baying ſeen it, 
(though not altogether ſo large as now it is) they perſwaded me, 
and urged it as a Duty Incumbent on me, (the Lord having taken 
away Capra Huichinſen, who might have performed it in a better 
manner!

lie ſaid Captain Hytchinſwr, and my- ſe/f-with about 
＋ twenty men or more marched from Cambridge to Sud- 
>; 1 | bury, July 28.7 5. and fromt hence into the Nepmurck 
2 * Cauatry, aud finding that the Indians had deſerted 
their Towns, and we baving gone uotil we came within twentß 
miley of Ne Next, oe Jul 3 {- (only ve ſaw two Ian, ha- 
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| vidgan Horſe wiih them, w Bom we would" Have ide with, but 
they fled from us and left their Horſe, which we took) we then 
thought it not expedient to march any further that way, but ſet our 
march for Brookfeld, whither we came on the Lords day about 
| Noon. Fremtbencethe ſame day (being Auguſt 1.) we undet- 
| ſtanding that the Indian were about Ten Mut Nortbweſt from us, 
we ſent out four men to acquaint the Indian: that we were not come 
to barm them, but our buſineſs was only to deliver a Me ſſage from 
our Honoured Governowr and Council to them, ald to receive their 
Anſwer,we deſiring to come to aTreaty ofPcate with them, (though 
they had for ſeveral dayes fled from us] they having before profeſ® 
ſed Friendſhip, and promiſed Fidelity to the Engliſh. Whenthe | 
Meſſengers came to them; they made an Alarm, and gathered to- 
gether about an bundred and Fifty fighting men as near as 
they could judge; The young men amongſt them were ffout in their 
Speeches, and furly io their Carrjage; But at length three of the 
chief $ achems promiſed ro meet us on the next morning about 1250 
of the Clock upon a plaia within three miles of Brookfield, . 
which Anſwer the Meſſcogers returned to us. Whereupon | 


though their Speeches and Carriage did much diſcourage divers of 
our Company, yet we conceived that we had à clect Cali to go to 
meet them at the place whither they had promiſed to come. Ac - 
cordingly we with our men ace ompanied with three of the Frinc ipni 
Inhabitants of that Town matched to the plain appointed; but the 
Treacherous Heathen intending miſchief (if they could have op- 
portunity) came not to the ſaid place, and fo failed our hopes of 
ipcakiog with them there. Whercupon the ſaid Captain Hutcbin- 
Jon and my ſuf with the teſt of our Company Conligeted What was 
beſt to be done, whether we ſhould go any further. towards them, or 
Return, divers of us apprebending much danger in Caſe we did pro- 
eted, becauſe the Indians kept not promiſe there with as : But th⸗ 
three men wo belonged to Brookfield were ſo ſtrongly perſwaded of | 
their Freedome from any ill Intention towards us, as upon ohe 
gtounds, ſo eſpecially becauſe the greateſt part of thoſe Indians be 

| lopged to David one of their chief Sackems, who was taken to be 
Steat Friend to the Engliſh :,) That the ſaid Captain Mutchinſe ” 
FEE 
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them) was thereby encouraged to proceed and march farward to- 
wardsa Swampe where the /ndians then were, When we came 
near the ſaid Swampe, the Way was ſo very bad that we could march 
only in a fingle File, there being a very Rocky Hif on the right 
band, and 4thick Swamps on the left. In which there were many 
of thoſe cruel b!ood-thirſty Heathen, who there way-laid us, waiting 


an opportunity to cut us off; there being alſo much brufh on the ſide 


of the ſaid Hill, where they lay in A mbuſb to ſurptize us. When 
we bad marched there about xty or ſepenty Rods, the ſaid perſidicua 
I. dians ſent out their ſhot upon us as aſhowre of baile, they being (as 
was ſuppoſed) abont two bundred men or more. We lccing our 
ſelves ſo beſet, and not Faving room to fight, Endeavoured to fin 
for the ſafety of out lives. In which Flight we were in no ſmall 
danger to be all Cut off, there being a very miry Swamp belore us in- 
to which we could not enter with our hotſes to go forwards, and 
there being vo ſafcty in retreating the way we came, becauſe many 
of our Enemies, who lay behind the Buſbes, and bad let us paſs by 
them quietly ; when otbers had ſhot, they came out, and-ſtopt our 
wa) back: ſo that we were forced as we could to get up the feep and 
Rocky Hill: But the greater our danger was, rhe greater was Gods 
mercy in the preſervation of ſ» many of us from. ſudden deſtruttion, 
My ſelf being gone op part of the-Hill withcat any hurt, and per- 
ceiviog ſome of my men to be fallen by the Enemies ſhot: I wheeled 
about upon the I- ian not calling on my men who were leſt to Ac 
company me, Which they in all probability would have done had 


they known of my Return upon the Enemy. They firing violent- 


ly out of the Swamp, and from behind the buſhes on the Hillfide 
wounded me ſorely, and ſhot my Horſe under me, ſo that he faulir ing 
2nd Falling, I was forced to leave him, divers of the Indians being 
then but a few Rods diſtant from me, My Son Thomas Wheeler 
flying with the reſt of the Company miſled me amongſt them, and 
fearing that | was either ſlain, or much endangered returned towards 
the S wam pe again, though be had then received a davgerous wound 
inthe Reins; where he aw me in the danger aforeſaid : W hercup- 
on he enyeayoured to Reſcue ne, ſhewing himſelf therein a lows 

ard dutifu I Son, he 8dvemuring himſelf into great peril of his Life to 
help me in that diſtreſs, there being many of the Ent mies about him,

Son ſet me on his own horſe, and ſo eſcaped a while on Foot 


himſelf, until he Caught an Horſe whoſe Rider was ſlain, on which 
he mounted, and ſo throngh Gods. great mercy we bob eſcaped: But 
in this Attempt for my deliverance he received another dangerous 
wound by their ſhot in bis left Arm. There were then il iin to our 


great grief eight men ꝛi. Zechariab Philips of Boſton, Timotby. 


Farlow of Billericay, Edward Coleborn of Chelmſford, Samael Smed- 
ly of Concord, Sydrach Hopgoed of Sudbury,Serjeant Eyres,Serjeant 
Prichard, and Corporal Coy the Inhabitants of Brookfie/d aforeſaid z 
It being the good pleaſure of God, that they ſh2uld all there fall by 


their hands, of whoſe good lutentions they were ſo Confident, and 


whom they fo little-miſtruſted. There were alſo then five perſons 
wounded, viz. Captain Hutchinſon, my ſelf ,and my Son Thomas as 
aforeſaid, Corporal French of Billericay, who having killed an Indi- 
an was (as he was taking up his gun) ſhot, and part of one of his 
Thumbs taken off; and alſo dangeronſly wounded through the Body 
near the Shoulder, the fifth was /obn Waladoe of Chelmsford, who 
wis not ſo dangerouſly wounded as the reſt ; They alſo then killed 
ſve of our horſes, and wounded ſome more, which ſoon died after 
they came to Brookfield Upon this ſudden and unexpected blow gi- 
ven us (wherein we defire to look higher then man the Inſtrament ) 


we returned tothe Town as faſt as the badneſs of the' way, and the. 


weakneſs of our wounded men wou'd permit, we being then Ten 
Miles from it. All the while we were going we durſt not ſtay to 
ſtanch the bleeding of our wounded men, for feat the Enemy ſheu'd 
bave ſarprized us again, which they attempted to do, and had in 
Probability done, but tbat we perceiving which way they went, 


wheeled off to the other hand, and ſo by Gods good Providence . 


wards us they miſſed us, and we all came readily upon, and ſafely to 
the Town, though none of us knew the way to ir, thoſe of the place 
being ſlain as aforeſaid, and we avoiding any thick woods and riding 
in open places to prevent danger by them. Being got to the Town 
we ſpeedily betook our ſelves to one of the large ſt and ſtrongeſt bou- 
ſes therein, where we fortified our ſelves in the beſt manner we could 
in ſuch ſtraits of Time, and there reſolved to keep Garriſon, thoagh 
we were but few, and meanly fitted to make Reſiſtance againſt ſo 


zany Enemies. The News of the Indians reacherons dealing with 
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vs; and the loſs of ſo many of our Company thereby, did ſo amaze

the Inbabitants of the Town, that they being informed thereof by ts 
preſcntly left their bouſes, divers ef them carrying very little away 
with them, they being afraid of the Indsans ſudden coming upon 
them: and ſo came to the houſe we were entred into, very meanly 
provided of Cloathing, or furtiiſhed with Proviſions. af 

] perceiving my ſelf to be diſenabled for the diſcharge of the du- 
ties of my place by reaſon of the wound I bad received, and appie- 
hendiog that the Euemy would ſoon come to ſpoyle the Town, aud 
Aſſault us in the houſe, | appointed Simon Davis of Concord, amis 
Ric hardſon, and fobn Frike of Chelmsford to mavage Affairs for our 
Safety with thoſe few men whom God hath left us, and were fit for 
any Service, and the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town; who did well 
and Commendably perform the duties of the Truſt committed to 
them with much Courage and Reſolution through the Aſſiſtance of 
our pracions God who did not leave ns in our low and diſtreſſed 


fate, but did mercifully appear for us in out greateſt need, as in the 


uel will clearly be manifeſted. Within two hours after our come 
ing co the ſaid houſe, or leſs, the ſaid Captain Hutchinſon and my 


ſelf poſted away Epbraim Curtis of Sudbury, and Henry Young of 


Concord to go to the Honoured Council at Boſton to five them an 


Account of the Lords dealings with us, and our preſeat Condition. 


When they came to the further end of the Town they ſaw the Ene- 
my &rfling ef bouſer which the Inhabitants had forſaken. The Poſ# 


fired upon them, and immediately returned to us again, they diſcert- 


ing no ſafety in going forward, and being deſirous to inform us of 
the Enemies Attings, that we might the more prepare for a ſudden 
A aulit by them. W ich indeed preſently followed, for as ſoon 


as the ſaid Poſt was come back to us, the Ba/barou / Heathen preſſed 


upon us inthe houſe with great violence, ſending in tbeir Shot 
amongęft us like haile thrtugh the wall, and ſhouting as if they would 
have ſwallewed us up alive; but our good God wrought wonder ful- 
ly for us, ſo that there was but one man wounded within the houſe, 
viz, the ſaid Henry Toung who looking out at a garret window that 
Evening Was mortal wounded by a Shot, of which wound he fdied 
withia two daycs after, T here was the ſame day another man lain, 
but not in the houſe, a Son of _— Pricbar di adventuring out _ 
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the houſe wherein we were, to bis Fathers houſe not far from it, to- 
fetch more goods out of it, was Caught by thoſe Ctu: Enemies as 
they were coming towards us, who cut off his head, kicking it a. 
bout like a Foot · ball, and then putting it ugon a Pole, they ler it up, 
before the door of his Fathers bouſe in our ſight. 

Tue oight following the ſaid blow, they did vo azainf #5 like 
ſo many wild Bulls, ſending in their Shot amongſt us till towards the 


Moon rifag, which was about, three of the Clock; at which time 


they «Attempted to fire our bouſe by Hay and other Combultible 
matter which they broyght to one Coraer of the houfe, and ſer it. 
on fire, Whereupon ſome of our Company were neceſſitated to 
expoſe themſelves to very great danger to putit out: Simo: Da- 
vis one of the three appointed by my ſelf as Captain, io ſupp)y, my 
place by Reaſon of my wounds as aforeſaid, he being of a lively 
Spirit encoaraged the Souldicrs within the houſe to fire upan the In- 
dans; and alfo thoſe that Adventured out to put out the Fire (which 
began to tage and kindle upon the houſe fide.) with thele and the 
like words, That Ged is with ut, and figbts for us, and will deliver us. 
out of the hands of theſe Heathen; which Expreiſions of his the Iy- 
dians hearing, they ſhouted and ſcoffed ſaying: now ſce how your, 
God delivers you, or will deliver you, ſending in many ſhots whilſt 
our men were putting out the Fire. But theLord of Hoſts wrought ve- 
ry graciouſly for us, ia preſerving our Bodies both within and without 
the houſe from their fboz, and cur houſe from beiog conſumed by Fire, 


we had but two men wounded in that Attempt of theius ,but we ap- 


prehended that we killed divers of ous Eremies. I being deſirous 
to haſten Intelligence to the #/unoured Cage? of our pteſent great 
diſtreſi, we being ſo remote from any ſuctour, (It being between 
ſixty and ſeventy miles from us to Baton, where the Council ufeth 
to ſit) and fearing our Ammunition would not laſt long to with- 
ſtand them, if they continued ſo to t us, I ſpak: to Epbraim 
Curtis to adventure forth again on that Service, and to Attempt it on 
Foot, as the way wherein there was moſt hope of getting away un- 
diſcovered; He readily Aſented, and accordingly went out, but 
there were ſo many Indians every where thereabouty, that he coald. 
not paſs, without apparent hazard of Life, ſo he came back again, 
yettqwardy morping the ſaid Epb/Gim adyentuced forth the third, 
| 8 im 
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time, and was fain to creep on bis bands and knees for ſome ſpace of * 
ground, that he might not de diſcecned by the Enemy, who waited 
to prevent our ſending if they could have hindted it. But through 
Gods mercy he eſcaped their hands, and got ſafely to Ma (borough, 
though very mach ſpent, and ready ta faint by Reaſon of want of 
ſl-:p before he went from us, and his fore travel night and day ia 
that bot Seaſon till he gat thithet, from whence he went to Boſtan. 
yet before the ſaid Eptraim got to Marlborough, there was lutel- 
ligence brought thither of the burning of, ſome. houſes, and killing 
ſorac Cattel at aug by, ſome who were going to Connecticet, 
but they ſceing what was done at the End of the Town, and hearing 
ſeveral guns ſhot off ſurther within the Town, they du:R proceed no 
further, but [Immediately return'd to Maribaroug h, though they thea 
Ru- w not woat had befallen Captain Hxtchinſon and my ſelf, and 
Company, nor of ont bciag there, but thactimely lotelligeace they 
gave before Ephraim Curtii his coming to Marlborough, occaſion- 
ed the Honouted Mor Willards turning his March towards Qaa· 
bqug far out Relief, who were in no ſmall danger every heut of be- 
ing deſtroyed; the ſaid Major being when he had that Intelligence 
upon his March another way as. he was Ordeted by the Honours .. 
Council, as is afterwards mote fully expreſſed. 
The next day being Auguſt zd. they continued ſhacting &.ſhdut- - 
ing, & proceeded in their former wickedneſs blaſpbeming the Naa 
of the Lord, and. reproaching us bis Afitted Servants, ſcoffing at 
cut prayers as they were ſending in their ſhot upon all quarters of the 
hauſe And many of them went to the Towns meeting bouſe, which was, 
within - went y Rods of the houſe in which we were) we mocke! fay. 
iog, Come and pray, & ng Pfalmi, & in & ontempt made an hidecus 
noiſe ſomewbat reſembling ſinging. But we to our power did endea- 
vour our owa defence, ſending our ſhot amongſt them the Lord giving 
us Courage to reſiſt them, & preſerving us from the deſttuction they 
ſought to bring upon us. On the Evening following we ſaw our Eng- 
mies Carrying feycral of their dead or wounded men on their Backs, 
who proceeded that night to ſend. in their ſhox as they had done 
the night before, & alſo ſtill ſhonted as if the day had been ceitainly 


- theirs, and they ſhould without fail, have prevailed againſt us which 


they might haye the morg hopes of in regard thay we diſcerned the 
ang e des. 33. 5 coming 
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one, but with different lighting. to 


the houſe wherein we were, to bis Fathers houſe not far from it, to- 
fetch more goods out of it, was Caught by thoſe Cru:IEncmies as. 
they were coming towards us, who cut off his head, kicking it a. 
bout like a Foot-ball, and chen putting it upon a Pole, they ſet it up, 
before the door of his Fathers houſe-in our fight. 

The oight following the ſaid blow, they did or, again #5 like 
| ſo many wild Bulls, ſeading in their Shot amongſt us till towards the 
| Moon rifag, waich Was about, three of the Clock; at which time 
they Attemyted to fire our bouſe by Hay and other Combultible 
matter which they brought to one Coraer of the houfe, and ſet it. 
on fire. Whereupon ſome of out Company were neceſſitated to 
expoſe themſelves to very great danger to putit out: Simo: Da- 
vis one of the three appointed by my ſelf as Captain, to ſupp)y, my 
place by Reaſon of my wounls as aforeſaid, he being of a hvely 
Spirit encoaraged the Souldiets within the houſe to fire upan the In- 
dians; and alfo thoſe that Adventared out to put out the Fire (which 
began to tage and kindle up>n the houſe fide ) with theſe and the 
like words, That Gedis with us, and fights for us, and will deliver us 
out of the hands of theſe Heathen; which Expreiſious of his the In- 
dians hearing, they ſhouted and ſcoffed ſaying : now ſce how your. 
God delivers you, or will deliver you, ſending in many ſhots whilſt 
our men were putting out the Fire. But the Lord of tloſts wrought ve- 
ry graciouſly for us, in preſerving our Bodies both within and without i 
the houſe from their ſbo-, and cur houſe from beiog conſumed by Fire, 
we had but two men wounded in that Attempt of theis, but we ap- 
prehended that we killed divers of ous Enemies. I being deſirous 
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time, and was fain to creep on bis bands and knees for ſome ſpace of 
grouad, that he might not ve diſcerned by the Enemy, WhO waitcd 
to prevent our ſending if they could have hindred it. But through 
Gods mercy he eſcaped their hands, and got ſafely to Ma lborough, 
though very muzh ſpent, and ready ta faint by Reafon of want of 
ſl-:p before be went from us, and his fore travel night and day ia 
that bot Seaſon till he gat thithet, from whence he went to Boſton. 
yet before the ſaid Eptiraim got to Marlborough, there was Intel» 
ligence brought ihither of rhe burning of, ſome houſes, and killing 
ſorac Cattelat Q4:baug by. ſome who were going to Connecticet, 
but they ſceing what was done at the End of the Town, and hearing 
ſeveral guns ſhot off further within the Towa, they du:ſ proceed no 
further, but Immediately retuin d to Maribaroug h, though they then 
kn-w not wat had befallen Captain Hutcbinſon and my ſelf, and 
Company, nor of ont bciag there, but thactimely lotelligeace tacy 
gave before Ephraim Curtir bis coming to Marlborough, occaſion- 
ed the Honoured M.ijor Willard turning his March towards Qua 
baug far our Relief, who were in no ſmall danger every hcur of be- 
ing deſtroyed; the ſaid Majar being when he had that Intelligence 
upon his March another way as, he was Ord:red by the Hozoured . 
Council, as is afterwards more fully expreſſed. 

The next day being Auguſt zd. they continucd ſhacting & ſhdut- 
ing, & proceeded in their former wickedneſs hlaſphe ming the Naa e 
of the Lard, and reproaching us bis Aftitted Servants, ſcoffing at 
cut prayers as they were ſending in their ſhot upon all quarters of the 
kouſe And man of them went to the Tons meeting houſe, wiich was, 
within went y Rods of the houſe ia which we were) who mocke] lay. 
ing, Come and pray, & ſing Pfalm, & in Contempt made an hidecus 
noiſe ſomewhat reſembling ſing ing. But we to our power did endea- 
Vour our owa defence, ſending our ſhot amongſt them the Lord giving 
us Courage to reſiſt them, & preſerving us from the deſttuction they 
ſought to bring upon us. On the Evening following we ſaw our Ene- 
mies Carrying fe veral of their dead or wounded men on their Backs, 
who proceeded that night to ſend in their ſhot as they had done 
the night before, & alſo ſtill ſhcated as if the day had been ceitainly 
\ theirs, and they ſhould without fail. have prevailed againſt os which 
they might have the mots hopes of in regard that we. diſcerned the 

a 2 coming 
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"Ing of nem Companics to them to Aſſiſt and ſtrengthen them, and the 


unlikelihood of any coming to our help. They alſo uſed ſeveral 
Stra:agems is Fire us, namely by wild fire' in Cotton and Linnen 
'Rag: with Brimſtone in them, which Raps they tyed to the Piles of 
their Arroms ſharp for the purpoſe, and fhor them to the Roof of 
our honſe; after they had ſet them on Fire, which would have much 
endangered the burning thereof, had we not uſed means by cutting 
holes tbroug h the Roof, and otherwiſe, to beat the faid Arrows down, 
and God being pleaſed to proſper our Indeavours therein. They 
cartyed more Combuſtible matter as Flax and Hay to the ſides of 
the houſe, & ſet it on fire, &thcn flocked apace towards the door of the 


houle, either to prevent our going forth to quench the Fite, as we 


had done before, or to kill aur men in theirAttempt to go forth;or elſe 
to break into the houſe by the door; wheteupon we were forced to break 


down the wal of the houſe againſt the Fire to put it out: They alſo 


hot a Ball of wild Fire into the garret of the bouſe which fell a- 
mongſt a great heap of Flax or Ton therein which one of out Souldi- 
ers through Gods good Providence ſoon eſyed, & having water ready 

reſently quenched it; and ſo we were preſeryed by the keeper of 
Iſrael, both our Bodies from tbeir ſhot, which they ſent thick againſt 
us, and the houſe from being conſumed 10 Aſhes, although we were but 
weak to defend our ſelves, we being not above twenty and ſix men 
with thoſe of that ſmall Town, who were able forany Setvice, and 
our Enemies as I Jadged them about ( ifnot above) three bundred, 
I ſpeak of the leaſt, for many there preſent did gueſs them to be four 
or five bundred, It is the more to be obſerved that ſo little hurt 
ſhould be done by the Enemies ſhot, it commonly piercing the walls 
of the houſe, and flying ats ongſt the People, and there being in the 
houſe fifty women aud Children beſides the men before mentioned. 
But abroad in the yard one Thomas Wilſon of that Town being ſent 


to fetch water for our help in farther need, ( that which we had be- 


ing ſpent in putting out the Fire } was ſhot by the-Enemy in the 
upper Jaw, and in the neck, the anguiſh of which wound was fach 


at the firſt that he cried out with a great noiſe, by Reaſon whereof the 
Indians hearing him vi joyced and triumpbed at it; But his wound 


was healed in a ſhort time, praiſed be God. 
On Wedneſday Auguſt the 45h, the Indian: Fortifyed themclyes 
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at the tet ing bauſe, and the Barne belonging to out houſe, which 
they Fortified hoth at the great doors, and at hᷣoth Ends with Poſts,. 
£ ails, Boards, and Hay to ſave themſelves from our ſhox. They 
alſo deyiſed other St:aragems to fire out Rouſe on the night follow- 
ing, namely, they took à Cart, and filled it with Flax, Hay and 
c analewood, aud other Combuſtible matter, and ſet up Planks faſteu- 
ed to the Cart to ſave themſelves from the danger of our ſhot.” Auo- 
ther Invention they had to make the more ſure work in burning the 
houſe. They got many Pdes of a Conſiderable length and bigneſs, 
and ſpliced ibem together at the Ends one of another, and made a Cat- 
riage of them about fourteen Rods long, ſetting the Poles in -o 
Rows with peils laidcroſs over them at the Front. End, and dividing 
them ſaid Poles about three foot aſunder, and in the {aid Front of this 
their Carriage they ſet a Barre), having made an he through both 
Heads, and put an Axis: Tres through them, to which they faſtened 
the ſaid Poles, and under every joynt of the Poles where they were 
ſpliced, they let up a a pair of T ruckle wheeles to hear upthe ſaid Car- 
riages, and they loaded the Front or fore-end thereof with matter 
fir for firing, as Ha, and Flaxe, and Chips, &c. Two of theſe Inftia- 
ments they preparcd, that they might Convey Fire to the bouſe, with 
the more ſafety to chemſelyes, they ſtanding ar ſuch a diſtance from 
: our ſhot, wbillt they wheeled them to the houſe : great tore of 
Arrows they bad alſo, prepared to ſhoot fire upon the houſe that 
night; wbich we found after they were gone, they having left them” 
: there. But the Lord who is a preſent belp in Times of trouble; and 
is ple aſed to make bis peoples Extremiiꝝ bis oppor tunity, did graciouſ- 
ly prevent them of Effectiag what they hoped they ſheuld have 
done by the aforeſaid devices, partly by ſending s ſhewre of Rain in 
ſeaſon, whereby. the matter prepared be ing wett weuld-not ſo ea- 
ſily take Fire as it otherwiſe would ba vo done, and partly by 
Aide coming to our help, For our danger would have been very 
great that night, had aot the only wiſe God ( bled for ever ) been 
| pleaſcd to ſend to us about an hour within nigbt the Wor ſbipful Ma- 
J. jor Wilard with Captain Parker of Groaton, and Forty ſix men mote 

with five Indian to relicve-us inthe Low Eſt are into which we were 

brought; cur Eyes were unto him the holy one of lſrasl; la him we 
Adclured to act our Truſt, hoping thay be Would in the time of cur 
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great need appenr for vir deliverance, and Confound all their plots 
by which they thought themſelves moſt ſure to prevail againſt us; 
And God who comfortetb the Afflict.d, as he comforted the holy 


_Apole Pas by the coming of Titus to him, ſo he greatly comſo:ted 


us his diſtreſſed Servants both Souldiers and Town [nbabitanti by the 
coming of the ſaid Honoured Major, and thoſe with him In whoſe ſo 
ſoon com ng to us the good Providence of God did marveilouſiy appear ; 
For the help that came to us by the Honoured Councils order (after 
the tydings they received by our Po# ſent to them) came not to us 
till Saturday AuguFF 7. in the afternoon, vor ſooner could it well 
come in regard of their diſtance from us, i e. if we had not had help 
before that time, we ſee not how we cou d have held oui, the number 
of the Indians lo encreaſing, and they making fo many Aſſaults up- 
on us, that our Ammunitioa before that time would have been ſpent, 
and our {elves diſenabled for any Reſiſtance, we being but ſe w, and 
alwaics ſain to ſtand upon our defence; that we had little time for 
Kefreſhment of our ſelves eitber by Food or Sleep; The ſaid Honoure 
ed Majors coming to us fo ſoon was thus occaſioned; He bad a 
Commiſſion from the Honoured Connc'l (of which himfelf was one) 
to look after ſome Ind/ ans tothe Weſt-ward of Lancaſter and Groa- 
ton, (where he himſelf lived ) and to ſecure them, and was upon his 
March towards them on the foreſaid wedneſday in the morning, Au. 
2uſt 4th. When Tydings coming to Marlborough by thoſe that re- 
turned thither as tbey were going to Connecticot, concerning what 
they ſaw at Broch fie ld as afore ſaid, ſome of Mari borough krowing 
of the ſaid Major: march from Lancaſter that morning ere 


leat a Poſt to acquaint him with the Information they had received; 


The Major was gone before the Poſt came to Lancaſter; but there 


was one ſpeedily ſeat after him, who overtook him about five or ſic 
miles from the ſaid Town; He being acquainted, that it was feared, 


that Brockficld- (a ſmall Town of about fifteen or 6x1ren Families) 


was either deſtroyed, or in great danger thereof, & conceiying it to 
require more ſpecd to ſuccont them(if they were not paſt befp)then 
to proceed at pteſent, as he before intended, and being alſo very deſi- 
tous ſ if it were poſſible ) to afford Relief to them, { he being then 
not above T hir:y Miles from them) he Immediately altered bis 
Courſe and ma-cbed with bis Company towards ws: and came to us 


[tr ] 
about an'bouy' after it was dark as aboyeſaid ; though he-knewnor 
then, neither of our being there, nor of what had befallen us at the 
Swampe and in the houſe thoſe two dayes before. 

The | merciful Providence of God alſo appeated in preventing 
the danger that the Honoured Major and his Company might have 
been in, when they came near to us, for thoſe Beaſtly men our Ene- 
mies Skil ful to deſtroy, Indea vouted to prevent any help from com- 
ing to out Relief, and therefore ſent down Sentineli, (fome nꝛaret 
end ſome further off) the ſurtheſt about two miles from us, who 
if they ſaw any coming from the Bay they might: give notice by an 
Alarm. And there were about an hundred of them who for 
the moſt part kept at an houſe ſome little diſtance from us, by which 
if any help came from the ſaid Bay, they muſt paſs, and ſo they in- 
tended (as we conceive ) having notice by their Sen:ir els of their 
approach to way-lay them, aud if they could, to cut them of before 
they came to the houſe where we kept. 

But as we propably gacſs, they were ſo intent and buiſy in prepa- 
ting theit Inſtruments (as aboveſaid) for our deſtruction by Fire, 
that they were not at the houſe where they uſed to keep for the put- 
poſe aforeſaid, and that they heard not their Santinels when they 
(hat; and ſo the Majors way was cleat from danger till he came to 
aur houſe, And that it was their pur poſe 10 to have fallen upon 
him, or any other coming tous at that hcuſe, is the more propable 

in that (as we have ſince had Intelligence from ſome of the Indians 
themſelves ) there were a patty of them at another place who let bie | 
faſr by tbem withcut the leaſt hurt or Oppoſition, waiting for a blow 
10 be given him at tbe ſaid kouſe, and then they themſelves to fall 
upon them in the Reare, as they intebded to nav® done with us at the 
Swamp,inC aſe we had fled back as is before expreſſed, The Major & 
Ccmpany were no ſooner come to the houſe, and underſtood (though 
at fiiſt they knew not they were Eng liſh who were in the houſe, but 
thought that they might be Indians, and therefore were ready to 
bave ſhot at us, till we diſcerning they were Engliſh by the Major 
ſpeaking, I cauſed the Trumpet to be ſounded) tbat the ſaid Caprain 
F Hute hin on, my ſelf, aud Company with the Towns Inbabit ant wete 
there, but the Indian: alſo diſcerned that there were ſome come to 
|  . cur Aſſiſtance, whereupon they _ not their ſhot, but poured it 
2 out 
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farr aſunder one from another, they killed nat one man, wounded on- 
ly two of his Company; and killed the Majors Sons borſe; aſter 
that we within the houſe perceived the Indians ſhooting ſo at them, 
we haſtened the AA ajer and all his Company into the houle as faſt as 


we could, and their horſes into a little yard beſore the houſe, where 


they wonnded five other borſes that night; After they were come. 


into the hoale to us, the Enemies continued their ſhooting ſome Con- 


liderable time, ſo that we may well ſay, had not the Lord been on our 
ſide when theſe Cruel Heathen roſe up againſt us, they bad then ſwal- 
lowed us up quick, when their wrath was kindled againſt us. But 
wherein they dealt proudly, the Lord was above them. 

When they ſaw their divers deſigner unſucet ſiful, and their hopes 


therin diſappointed, they then fired the houſr & barn (wherein they 


had befare ke pt to lye in wait to ſurprize any coming to us) that by 
the Light thereof they might the better direct their ſhot at us, but 
no hurt was done thereby praiſed be the Lord. And not long alter 
they burnt the Meeting houſe wherein their Fortifications were, as al- 


ſo the Barre which belonged to cur houſe, and ſo perceiving more 


firength come to our Aſſiſtance: they did as we ſuppoſe, deſpair of 
effeFing any more miſchief againſt us. And therefore the greatelt 
part of them towards the breaking of the day Auguſt the fifth went 
away and left us, and we were quiet from any further moleſtations 
by them; and on that morning we went forth of the houſe without 
danger, and ſo daily afterward, only one man was wounded about 
two daycs after, as he went out to look after horſes by Come fe of 
them ſculking thereabouts. We cannot tell how many of them we 
killed in all that time, but one that afteewards was taken confeſſed 
that there were killed and wounded about eighty men ot more: Bleſ- 


ſed be the Lord God of our Salvation who kept us from being alla 


prey to their Teeth, But before they went away they burnt ali the 
Town except the houſc we kept in, and another that was not then 
finiſhed. They alſo made great ſpoyle of the Cattel belonging to 


the Inhabitants; and after our Entrance into the houſe, and during 


the time of our Con ſine ment there, they either killed or drove away 
almoſt all the horſes of our Company. 


| We Continued there both well and wounded tow itds a Fortnight, - 


and 


out on them; but through the Lords goodneſs, though they ſtood not 
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avd Augnft the thirteenth Captain Hutchinſon and my ſelf with the 
moſt of thoſe that bad eſcaped without hurt, and alſo ſome of the 
wounded came from thence; my Son Thomas and ſome other wound- 
ed men came not from thence, being not then able to endure Tra- 
vel ſo farr as we were from the next Town, till about a Forenight al- 
ter. We came to Marlborough on Auguſt the Fourteentb, where 
Captain Hutchtyſon being not recovered of his wound before his 
coming from Brookfield, and overtyted with his long ourny by Rea- 
ſon of his weakaeſs quickly after grew worſe, and more dangerouſ- 
ly ill, and on the niaeteenth day of the ſaid moneth dyed, and was 
there the day after buried, the Lord being pleaſed to deny him a re- 
turn to his own habitatiou, and his near Relations at Boſton, though. 
he was come the greatcſ part of his Journy thitherward; The In- 
habitants of the Town alſo not long after, men, women, and Children, 
removed ſafely with what they had left to ſeveral places, either 
where they had lived before their plaating or fitting down there; or 
where they had Relations to receive and entertain them. The Ho- 
noured Major Willard ſtayed at Brookfield ſome weeks after our 
coming away, there being ſeveral Companies of Souldiers ſent up 
thither and to Hadiy and the Towns thereabouts, which ate about 
Thirty Mil:s from Brookfield, whither alſo the Major went for a 
time upon the Service of the Country in the preſent warr, and from 
whence there being need of his preſence for the ordering of matters 


concerning bis own Regiment and the ſafety of the Towns belong- 


ingto it,he through Gods goodneſs and mercy returned in ſafety and 
health to his houſe, and dear Relations at Groaton. 

Thus have Indeavoured to ſet down and declare both what the 
Lord did againſt us in the Loſs of ſeveral : perſons Lifes, and the 
wounding of others, ſome of which wounds were very painful in 
dreſſing, and long ere they were healed, be ſides many dangers that 
we were in, and fears that we were exerciſed with; and alſo what 
great things he was pleaſed to do for us in fruſtrating their many At. 
tempts, and vouchſafing ſuch a Deliverance to us. The Lord avenge 
the Blood that bath been ſhed by thele Heathen who hate ur without a 
Cauſe, though he be moſt Righteous in all that hath befallen there, 
and in all other parts of the Count y; He belp us to bumble aur 
ſulves before him, and with our N bearts 40 lu $0 him, and al- 
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ſo to improve all his mercies which we ſtill enioy, that ſo his 4»ger 
may ceaſe towards us and he may be pleaſed either to make our Ene- 
mies at peace with us, or more,deſtroy tbem beſote us Ita tried at Ac yl. 
borough with Captain Hutchinſon until his death, and came home to 
Concord Auguſt the 21. (though not throughly recovered of y 
wound) and ſo did others that went with me. Bot {race I am Rea- 
ſonable well, though I have not the uſe of my hand and Arm as be- 
fare: My Son Tbowas though in great hax ra of Life for ſome time 
after his return to Concord, yet is now very weib Cured, and his 
ſtrength well reftored. | - Ob that we could praiſe the Lord for big 
great goodneſs towards us. Praiſed be his Name, that though he 
took away ſome of us, yet was pleaſed to ſpare ſo many of us, and
